The finance committee has given its approval to special articles in 
the town warrant totalling $35,372., or about half the sums called for 
in all the articles. 

In its annual statement the committee says it sees higher taxes at 
the nationa], state and local levels, consequently it recommends only 
those expenses deemed essential to the health and well-being of the 
community, 

With the new school building appropriations, a reduced amount 
coming back from the state, ordinary budgetary increases, and salary 
increases for town employees it sees all making a total increase of 
about $7 in the tax rate. 

Its statement is as follows: 

‘Taxes will be greatly increased for all Andover citizens in 1951. 
Federal taxes will be higher to meet in part the demands of national 
defense. The state budget, the largest in history, will require a sub- 
stantial increase in the state levy—an increase which will be further 
inflated by some fifty million dollars should the courts hold valid the 
larger old age benefits voted at the last election. 

“Under these conditions the finance committee believes that the 
affairs of the Town of Andover must be conducted with the strictest 
economy. Accordingly in their study of the various department budgets 
and of the special articles in the warrant they have disapproved all 
projects not deemed essential to the health and well-being of the 
community or to efficiency of operation, and the proper maintenance 
and improvements of town property, In these troubled times all neces- 
sary services must be maintained at full efficiency but non-essential

In discussing ‘‘The American Way of Life” before the And 
over Service club last week the speaker, Herman W. Seinsworth 
of the A. C. Lawrence Co., of Peabody, called attention to the 
importance of making our wishes known at Washington by letter 
and by vote. 


He went on further to point out that at the last presidential 
election with 94 million eligible voters only 49 million bothered 
to cast their ballots! 


The right to vote is a basic part of our way of life, and 
whether on the national, state or local level, should be exer- 
cised on all opportunities by those qualified to participate in 
voting. 


We are approaching another election here in Andover with 
contests for several offices which should command the atten- 
tion of all voters. 


Three of the town’s citizens are presenting themselves as 
candidates for two seats on the board of public works; three 
more are candidates for just one vacancy to be filled on the 
school board; two are candidates for the one post open on the 
housing authority, and four are running for constable with three 
to be elected. 


These offices are important ones in the progress and future 
development of our community. They should be filled only by 
those best suited to perform the duties they require. 


In order to vote intelligently next March 5, voters should make 
it a point to become familiar with the record of each candidate 
so that those best qualified may be selected to take their part 
in directing the business affairs of the town, 


In order to give the voters a guide in this direction The 
Townsman next week, in cooperation with the Andover League 
of Women Voters, a non-partisan organization, will publish brief 
sketches of the candidates who are engaged in contests for 
office. 


|t is important to vote. At the last town election only 3344 of 
the town’s 7151 eligible voters, or about 47 percent, cast their 
ballots. 


For the coming election the number of eligible voters will be 
slightly more than the 7151 of last year. True, several town 
officials will be retumed to office without contest but a healthy, 
active interest in town affairs should bring more than 47 per- 
cent of the voters to the polls.

Kremlin Dreads

Anti - Soviet Block 


The tense free world is not the 
only combination that is watching 
the simmering Balkans with ap- 
prehension at the approach of 
spring and fighting weather. 

Stalin and his Soviet bloc pro- 
consuls have their worries, too, 
lest a Balkan Communist Federa- 
tion emerges, fused by Titoism 
and no longersubservient to Mother 
Russia, or a _pro-West regional 
alliance is formed by Yugoslavia, 
Greece, Turkey and eventually 
Italy and the Arab States. 

The reported massing of the 
Rumanian, Hungarian and Bul- 
garian armies may be intended for 
a knock-out slug at Tito. It may 
be the mobilization of a huge 
‘police force’’ to deal with an 
anticipated defection of pride- 
stung Czechoslovakia and with 
deviationist trends in her neigh- 
bors. It may be assembled to 
stiffen the spines of loyal Italian 
Reds, now beset by internal dis- 
sensions,. 

Yugoslavia, Greece and Turkey 
form a ‘‘firm shoulder’? or ‘‘de- 
fense anchor’? to any Soviet 
military stab into Kurope. 

Turkey has approximately 
400,000 men under arms. Yugo- 
slavia 400,000 and Greece 150,000- 
with reserves quickly available. 
Tito in a recent speech declared 
that Rumania has 300,000 men 
under arms, Bulgaria 195,000 and 
Hungary 165,000—backed by ample 
reserves and, of course, by the 
giant Soviet army. 


Allies Could Protect Flanks 

A powerful Allied flank build-up 
in the Balkans—threatening the 
Soviet Ural, Baku, Turkestan and 
South Russian industries—and 
another in Scandanavia for use by 
air forces, would menace any 
Soviet advance on Europe by way 
of Germany. In the event of such 
a thrust, either flank would give 
the West a base for A-bomb strikes 


and eventual ground  counter- 
attacks, 
To mitigate these dangers, 


Stalin, as in the case of his Red 
Chinese and North Korean dupes, 
is using his European satellites. 

The isolated peoples of Hungary, 
Rumania, Bulgaria and Albania 
are subjected to a blaze of anti- 
American and anti-Tito  propa- 
ganda so that their hatred will be 
at the boiling point should their 
stooge armies be ordered into 
battle by the Kremlin dictator. 

About 75,000 Hungarian work- 
men are taking courses in rifle 
practice, ‘‘Our aim,” admitted 
Istvan Kenez, head of the project, 
‘tis to develop target shooting 
which is highly significant from 
a military point of view.’’ 

The army also has stepped up 
its markmanship. Rifle ranges 
contain such signs as; ‘‘With a 
bull’s-eye hit, you protect peace.”’ 
The Budapest radio announces, 
“‘Our youth yearn for the day army 
camp doors open for them,”’ 

Magazines are distributed, list- 
ing the American diplomat, John 
Foster Dulles, as Public Enemy 
No. 1. The slander reads, ‘‘Oc- 
cupation: murderer, Any court with 
a spark of decency would sentence 
Dulles to death,’’
